Incracsed Number of Arrests Is At-
tributed to Unlicensed Drinking
Places — Opinions of Providence
Preachers of the Gospel—Death of
Mers, Mary Stankevitch Under Sad
Circumstances—Condition of Will-
iamdJ.

During the mouth of July filty-one
arrests were mude in Providenee, being
the highest on record, Forty-six men
aud five women mude up the number,
nud it will be interesting to note the
following aoalysis: Drunkennoss, 20
wen and 2 women; abusing wite and
family, G; disopderly houses, 7 men and
two women; stonling, 2; msane,
vagraney, 1; indecent bshaviour, 1;
pusking eouoterfeit money, 1; using
dresrme, 1. One colored man who was
promenading with o “white lady”
dormed the only representative of the
darker raca.

It will be obgerved that the drinking
tucord is very hoavy wod it i no secret
it more drinking and conssquent
dronkenuess lss bLien obswryved in
Providence during the past month
thun sny time in its history. A num-
ber of urreets were made in “holes in
the wall” and disordzrly houses, and
there is not the slightest doubt that eut
of the twanty-sight arrests of “drunks
und disorderlivs” wore than balf can
be directly truead to *‘holes in the
wall.,” Several of the men nnd some of
the women wers veteraus in thedrank-
en nrmy aud as such would be refused
Ivink in aluwost any ssloon in Proyi-
dercs, bul they are enthusiasticslly
welcomed in these infamons dena.
